In asmall volume by Mr & H, Parker, 
H. M. Consul at Kiungchow, formerly 
officiating aa adviser on Obinese affairs in 
Burma, wo have what, as the author says, 
can hardly be said to have previously exist= 
ed—‘ a political history of Burms, at once 
short, popular and intelligible.” In a brief 
address to the render Mr Parker modestly 
says, ‘there is nothing new in this little 
book, which is merely « compilation from 
published literature. That a fow of the 
publications here analysed are in the 
Obiinese language and therefore, ina mes- 
sure, now to the reader by reason of their 
somperstive inscceasibility is no fault of 
the undersigned, who can only recommend 
the sceptical and the curious to furbish up 
their lagging Ohinese and study the elegant

origiuals themselves.’ Tho. book, which

LEES IN HAINAN.

About two miles East of Toy-poh rosea 
prominent hill which we wished to ascend 
in order to» make 
Knowing the treacherous and misleading 
character of the paths in this country, we 
applied to the chief for quides,:but, for 
ome roason, none were obtainable ; eo we 
set out with several ' of our Chinesa'attond- 
ants, and, after-éome rough experiences in 
the thorny jungles and orergrowh water 
couraos, reached the bill. The lower sides 
ware blackened by recent fires, which had 
loft a crown of green treos.on tho top tine 
touched. - We found: this evergreen ‘bill 
top covered with a tangled mass of trees, 
shrubs and vines, which was mont difficult 
to penetrate. Alter struggling. with the 
thorny .undetgrowth,* contending with the 
sinewy creepers that gitt the rocks ‘with 
their strong arms, wo emerged from’ the 
losfy roses on tho suramit, hot aud per- 
spiting; yot fooling ‘well repaid for the 
inbour wo had performed in eacending, It 
wis a poaceFul scone that lag before us, re- 
Yyealing the extent and in some degree the 
richness of the plain urtounding us on all 
side. The fortility of the sail was attested 
by the heavy gronth of pisnés that covared 
it, reaching far up.the hillside. Not only 
wore tho plants which take root in the soil 
lwauriont in their vigorous life, but on the 
trees and rocks grew masses of orchide, sub- 
sisting mainly on the fertile air. Some 
splendid specimens of the Renanthera, 
coccinea, with’ branches twelve’ and fifteen 
fect long, covered with gorgeous crimson 
flowers, like richest velvet in texture, en- 
robe this hill with s perfect mantle of 
glory when in bloom. 

Descending the hill on the opposite side 
we took our bearings, and soon came to a 
broad beaten path which wa folt sure would 
load us to our village. After going some 
distance we noticed how unfamiliar every- 
thing looked ; but hesring yoloos, we 
pushed on and soon ast a village, our chiofa 
as wo aupposed. It had-s strange look, but 
we meraly inferred from this. that we hed 
come back to it from‘another side and 80 
did not recognize it. -We were soon wn- 
deceived and found ourselves in an entirely 
strange village. The people gathered 
around us in large numbers, but not 5 
single face did wa recognize sa one we had 
seen before in tho Chisf’s village, We ask- 
ed the name of the village. * Toi-pob,’ 
they said. This was strangor atill, Ib was 
Toi-poh we were acoking, but this was sure- 
ly not the place. We then asked for the 
heoadman,. A weak, thin man, evidently an 
opium smoker, was. pointed: out. This 
sorely was not our chief. At last we began 
to comprehend the ‘situation, and learned 
that this was one of the villages. tributary 
to our’ cbjef, that tho headaian bere was 
sabordinate to our host in the main village, 
that we bad missed the roid and wero a 
long way off the sight track,’ and getting 
further astray as we proceeded, “It was 
getting late, and we asked for guides to our. 
destination, An ‘active young fellow came 
forward and offered to go with us, but pre- 
sontly dusky, determined looking young 
woman ina chort shirt or sarong went up.

The 
bright moonlight which favored us, showed 
off their fantastic costumes in a peculiar 
way, _ Asthe airir tho ovening becamecool+ 
éty the men would, one by ove, assume their 
gatmonts, some of them dunnin, short, 
sleeveless jacketa with fringes, Ww! ich a8 
they. sqnatted around the fire would. trail 
on the ground; othera putting on: large 
ample robes, arude surt of tega, also dooply 
fringed. Theao garments, no doubt ages 
ago, when they were naw, were almost-white 
in color, but their use from year to’ yoar 
and probably from generation to generation 
had changed them to the color of the soil. 
The men sesmed to have abundant leicure, 
but were not incapable of work, as wa saw 
in the way in which they built-a new cat- 
tle pen ono dey. Tha women, however, 
seemed tho very soul of industry. Two o! 
them carcied un pottery ‘works continously. 
The clay brought.from ‘some low land near 
by was kneaded by hand, and during out. 
short stay we saw thom fashion o dozen or 
more pots that would hold from two to five 
gallons each. .Theso pots are first set out in 
the aun todry, and gradually by exposure to 
fire in their ordinary utc acquire the hard. 
ness of regular kiln-baked pottery. It was 
intereating to watch these old Leo- women 
building up their pots. Tho would work 
the clay out into thick ropes, which they 
would place in successive colle on the base 
of the pot and then, simply by the uss. of 
their hands.and a wooden trowol, would 
smooth thom into shape.. Ido not think 
that these Les pots have yet acquired @ 
place among ‘The pottery and Porcslains 
of all nations,’ but Iam eure that a siketch 
of thess two Lee women in their pictur. 
esque, but somewhat scanty and disordered 
garb, would mako. an unique snd -intere! 
ing illustration, ehowing the working 
titude of some of the original artists in this 
line. ; . 

The Lees aro divided into numerous 
tribes, which ehow a common origin. There 
is a covaiderable variation of dialect among 
them, at least six or seven vo distinct 
yatiations being observable, #0 that it.fre- 
quently happens that people living only 8 
few miles apart ard nat able to understand 
each other. The disloct of Toi-poh ia said 
to bo ons of those most widely used and avy 
one familiar with the speech of this district 
can converse with oase and male himeolf un- 
land.’ If the ‘casual ibformation we" have 
received on this point be ‘correct, which 
is a matter: that ona be tested only by 
direct study and comparison of. dialects 
among the Lees of the various districts of 
Southera Hainan, it is of considcratle im- 
portance to those who expact to carry on 
mission work among them. Wefonnd the 
people at this place moat friendly, and as 
it ia only one short day’s journey from the 
sea coast at Hoi-tau, it would seem to be a 
favorable place to begin’ mission work. 
We tried on the Sabbath to give them-some 
Christian instruction, in Ohinese of course, 
but their knowledge of Chinese is mainly 
confined to the small vocabulary necessary 
for. tho transaction of business, so that wo 
could not be sure that any: definite idea of 
Christian truth had reach ihem at all. 
Judging from their disposition and modo 
of life. and theie apparent freedom from 
many of the beliefs and superstitions that 
make the Chinese so difficult to impress, 
{ would-think that Christian work would 
prove very saccessfal among them snd 
am glad to know that there is good prospeot 
that such work will soon be established 
ainong them an a practical and systematic 
basis. 

Our sick coolie having recovered suf- 
ficiently for us to leave him without anxicty, 
wo informed the chief of our intention to 
start at an early hour next morning and 
asked him for guides’ and bearers. Bo 

romised the men we reguited without 
csitation. and we turned into our ham- 
mocks, swung in the outer room of his 
smoke-begrimed dwelling, determined to 
make as carly a start in the morningas
